, On the other hand, the decision to hold off alto- 
sion with Russia and from any conference for that 
purpose is not fully justifiable.

Peru conference, has exalted and approved the con- 
ference method of arriving at peaceful and progres- 
sive understandings and agreements. 

Why should we refuse to go into conference over the 
Russian problem, which is now the greatest obstruc- 
tion to European rehabilitation and peace? By going 
to The Hague we would not be bound to aceept any de- 
cision or any agreement. We would not be bound to 
help in supplying a loan to the present Russian Gov- 
ernment or to recognition and resumption of govern- 
mental relationships. Our action would depend upon 
the conclusion of the conference and our counsel and 
influence might be potent factors in bringing about 
a satisfactory conclusion. 

While our stake in Russian peace and reconstruc- 
tion is not as great as that of the European nations f 
which are near the volcano, it is, nevertheless, very 
Steet, trever soth the standpoint of trade and of peace. 
An eruption would G@vesiate Europe, but it would 
also be disastrous to us and might involve us in 
war. We are suffering now from the Russian col- 
lapse and are paying vast sums to rescue its Russian. t 
victims from starvation. 

As we stand under the Hughes decision we are in 
the position of a man whose property is threatened 
by a fire but who stands aloof, refusing to lend a help- 
ing hand until the blaze becomes a conflagration or 
is put out by others. We take the risk of greater e 
disaster rather than scorch our hands a little helping 
to avert it. This is in accord neither with American m 
interests nor American methods. It is the path of 
cowardice and inaction, which ill becomes a strong 
people of courage and action and a people whose :

By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, May 16.—Caddies of 


American golf links are to have 4 
national championship tournament 
annually under a plan announced 
last night by Albert R. Gates, presi- 
dent of the Western Golf Associa- 
tion, which is to sponsor the affair. 
The chief prize is to be a scholarship 
in a university or school, and the ex- 
penses of the youths who enter the 


meet will be paid for them. In honor 
of Chick Evans, who rose from cad- 
die to national amateur and open 
champion, and who has won more 
golf cups than any other person, the 
first tournament will be held some 
time this summer at his home club, 
Edgewater Golf Club, Chicago. 
Evans will offer a cup for the win- 
ner of the title, and this will be- 
come the annual trophy of the event. 
Evans has a collection of some 300 
cups won on the links since he start- 
ed as a caddie. 

Get Out Your Clubs, Boys. 

The Western Golf Association, 
which has had a junior champion- 
ship annually for the last few years, 
will undertake the event for caddies 
with a view to developing young 
players of ‘promise, who could not 
otherwise afford the privilege of 
competing in a national event, often 
far from home. Each entrant must 
have good credentials as to charac- 
ter, schooling and Americanism, 
but the W. G. A. will do the rest. 

The date and plan of financing 
will be announced more definitely 
later. It is planned to hold next 
year’s meet in New York City and 
then award the event to various 
cities throughout the country. 

“We hope to have a plan ready 
soon,” said President Gates, “‘where- 
by we can raise the necessary funds 
to finance the caddies who are eligi- 
ble to enter and also for a_ trust 
fund to be used for the scholarships 
won at the yearly events. 

Evans Started as a Caddy. 

“Golf is rapidly becomiag the 
great outdoor game in America, and 
boys who formerly played at other 
sports now spend their playtime with 
a golf club, as did Chick Evans, who, 
having taken up golf as a school boy 
caddy with an old midiron and fought 
his way to the top, is now largely 
sponsor for this movement. Golf is a 
clean sport that takes boys into the 
open and inspires them with gen- 
erous sportsmanship, and I am sure 
that mature American golfers’ will 
greet this plan with encouragement 
and support. America is the only 
country where the boy caddy is su- 
preme in independence and democ- 
racy, for in Great Britain most of 
the caddying is done by men, while 
in France the work devolves largely 
on girls. 

‘Weare now on a par with Great 
Britain in golfdom, and with the

There is nothing more painful 
than a steam scald; when but slight 
the part should be covered with wet 
bicerbonate of seda (cocking. net 
washing soda) or plunged in a strong 
solution of cooking soda and cold 
water.

If the doctor is a 
long time coming and oi! has been 
ueed procure more after the above 
first-aids have been administered 
and keep the parts well soaked: if 
cooking soda and water has been ap- 
plied. get picric acid and spray it 
on generously.
